Candidate comes Irom the Latin candldus, 
which means gleaming, white or spotless. (It 
Is also the root of our word candid, which 
many people aeltlom associate with candl 
dates.) Ambitious \s from the Latin verb am 
hire, which means to go about— especially to 
go nbout In search of vole.s. 

Tho Roman olllce-seeker used to wear 
gleaming, white, spotless toga when he went 
electioneering. But apparently llils toga often 
went to the laundry In a sorry stole at the 
end of a hard day's campaigning. For Roman 
voters had a forthright way of expressing dls. 
approval ol a candidate's record, promises, po- 
litical ftinilatlon.'i and general qualifications 

The candidate had to meet the people face 
to face In the forum. Not tor him was the 
safety of the broaclca.stlng studio. He had to 
learn to take It. and what he took was not 
infrequently a barrage of eggs and vegetables 
past their prime, or a handful of mud from 
the gutter. 

Yet this threat of popular displeasure did 
not always Impel Roman politicians to careers 
as pure and spotless as Ihclr early-morning 
togas. By the time the Republic was nearlng 
the end of Its days, says the Book of Knowl- 
edge, fraud, vote-stealing and the rigging of 
elections had become a political fine art. 

Without cynical Intention, it might be sug- 
gested that one ot tho major changes In po- 
litical technique through the centuries Is that 
. the ambitious candidate has learned the dc- 
■ fcoilve value of trying to beat the opposition 
to Uio punch by slinging the first handful of 
mud himself, The change Is relatively minor, 
and the ethical advancement Is questlonablD. 
; Political' Issues arc constantly, Inevitably 
changing, since they reflect the day-to-day 
events which make up history. But tho rela- 
tion between politician and voter l.i relatively 
Bttttle, Judging, from the etymological history 
ot the ambitious candidate. 

Maybe that'* a good thing to remember In 
listening to tho speeches of another political 
campaign. Voters again will be assured that 
never have they been called on to make such 
Important choices between rogues and stales- 
men, scoundrels and heroes. But boast and 
bluster, eggs and insults, soiled togas and 
rolled reputations are still among the mossl- 
oet old heritages of democracy.

TRUE CONFESSIONS 
Ben. Wayne Morse proposes that all mem- 
bers of the senate be required to file public 
Btateracnts ot their total yearly earnings and 
Income, Including dealings in securities and 
oommodltles and, In the case of lawyers, the 
names of clients and fees received. 

Mr. Morse feels that tho public, as a 
■equence ot recent Investigations, suspects 
that uenators regularly receive income "from 
BUch sources as are being discussed these days 
In the puDllc press." 

This proposal unquestionably is of honor- 
able intent, but the psychology of it aeema 
a little bad. Generally a man— even a con- 
gressman—Is QMumed to be Innocent until 
accused of being otherwise. Thus far we have- 
n't noticed anyone accusing a senator ot 
turning a dishonest dollar. So Mr. Morse's 
"we ain't done nothln' " attitude seems a bit 
■uperfluous. 

We doubt that Mr, Morse's resolution will 
Bet Titry far. But if It should, then logically 
similar public declarations should be made 
by members of the house of representatives 
the President, the cabinet, supreme court and 
other federal Justices, heads of government 
agencies and of army and navy procurement. 

By tho same logic, there should be public 
dladoiure ot the Income of every federal 
atat* and city official whose position on the 
public payroll carries enough power or pres- 
tige to enable him to exert Influence in be- 
half of someone doing business with federal 
atatfl and eity g 



This woultl be bothersome, cumbersome, 
and Mmewh&t ituultlng to honest public of- 
ficials and to those who might have legiti- 
mate financial dealings with them. It would 
be an tmneeeuarr Invasion of privacy.

Ambitious l.s from Ihc Latin verb ani- 
blre, which means lo go about— especially to 
go about In search of voles. 

The Roman office-seeker used to wear a 
gleaming, white, spotless toga when he went 
electioneering. But apparently Ihl.i loKa often 
went to the laundry In a sorry slate at the 
end of a hard day's campal(;nlne. For Roman 
voters had a forthright way of exprc.sslnR dis- 
approval of a candldalc's record, promLses. po- 
litical affiliations and general qualiricatlonR. 

The candidate had to meet the people face 
to race In the forum. Not for him was the 
safety or the broadcasting studio. He had 
learn to take It, and what he took was not 
Infrequently a barrage of eggs and vegetables 
pist their prime, or a handful of mud from 
the gutter. 

Yet this threat of popular displeasure did 
not always Impel Roman politicians to careers 
as pure and spotless a.^ their early-morning 
togas. By the time the Republic was nearlng 
the end of Ita days, says the Book of Knowl- 
edge, fraud, vote-ateallng and the rigging of 
elections had become a political fine art. 

Without cynical Intention, It might be sug- 
gested that one of the ma]or changes In po- 
litical technique through the ceniurie.'; is mitt 
. the ambitious candidate ha.i learned the de- 
■ feniivo Talue of trying to beat the opposition 
to the punch by slinging the first handful of 
mud himself. The change Is relatively minor, 
and the ethical advancement Is questionable. 
; Political Issues nro corutantly, Inevitably 
changing, since they reflect the day-to-day 
events which make up history. But the rela- 
tion between politician and voter la relatively 
atatlc, Judging from the etymological history 
of the ambitious candidate. 

Maybe that'i a good thing to remember In 
listening to the speeches of another political 
campaign. Voters again will be assured that 
never have they been called on to make such 
Important choices between rogues and states- 
men, scoundrels and heroes. But boast and 
bluster, eggs and Insults, soiled togas and 
■oiled reputations are still among the mossl- 
Mt old heritages of democracy.
